Accounts of Revolt. 


St. P etersburg, July 30.— N o n ew s 
of the form idable 
revolt at Poltava, 
which w as first 
predicted in revolu­ 
tionary m an ifestos in Southern R us­ 
sia, will 
reach the Russian 
public 
through the press. 
D ispatches of the 
occurrence have been suppressed here 
and only scanty details are obtainable 
by the foreign press correspondents 
through the regular telegraphic chan­ 
nels. 
T h e revolutionists here, 
how ­ 
ever, w ho are alm ost as prom ptly and 
fully Informed as the governm ent, d e­ 
clare tho trouble to be far from over. 
An official dispatch gives credit to tit© 
sta tem en t that m any C ossacks aw* bo­ 
ing used to suppress 
the m utinous 
battalion. 
, 
T here is the sam e paucity of details 
regarding the outbreak at Shusha, in 
the 
Caucasus. 
T he outbreak, 
how ­ 
ever, 
is 
not due 
to 
revolutionary 
causes, but to the im m em orial hatred 
that e x ists betw een 
A rm enians and 
Tartars. 
T h e situation at Shusha had becom e 
so ten se that the governor divided the 
quarters inhabited by the tw o races 
by a dead line, w hich neither faction 
w as p erm itted to cross. 
T he Tartars 
violated the order "not to cross aint 
com m en ced a battle. 
T he garrison in­ 
terfered, w hen 
the 
com bat becam e 
general, and bombarded without par­ 
tiality both cam ps 
with twenty-one 
guns. 
T h e town is said to have been 
to a large ex ten t destroyed. 
“I lie lastin g p eace,” which the tw o 
races are said to 
be draw ing up, if 
judged 
by 
past 
sim ilar agreem ents, 
will 
be on ly 
a hollow truce, 
which 
neither race has any intention of ob 
serving.

side by side on the floor a little dis

girl and

g ether at the foot of the bed and this 
w as burning.

Although there is alw ays more or 
less typhoid fever in most of the larger 
cities of this country, the late summer 
and a u tu m n arc the seasons when It Is 
most to I m * feared. 
The discase is not so formidable, as 
regards the mortality, as some others, 
but its great length and the evil conse­ 
quences which sometimes follow it 111 
the form of weak heart, w eak spine or 
nervous disorders make it quite as se 
rloua as some which are more fatal, but 
far less protracted. 
Bitless one knows how the disease is 
usually spread one cannot hope to 
avoid it, and so it may be useful to 
confider iii what ways the germs of 
the malady find their way into tho sys­ 
tem. 
W a te r is the usual vehicle for ty- 
ph lid germs, as is well known, and 
probably all great outbreaks of tho dis 
ease in cities are due to an infected 
w a te r supply. This has been strikingly 
(ll own 
in 
Philadelphia, 
w here some 
parts of tti«* city are supplied with til 
t e n *iI water and others w ith unfiltered 
or mixed water. Comparing tw o parts 
of flit* city in which flu* conditions, ex­ 
cept as to water supply, are almost the 
same, it was found that In the one sup­ 
plied with filtered water the occurrence 
rate of typhoid fever was one In five 
thousand, while in the others, In which 
the unfiltered water was drunk, it was 
one in sixteen hundred. 
But a city with an Ideal w a te r sup­ 
ply 
m ay 
lie scourged with 
typhoid 
fever, although less severely, through 
tin1 m edium of impure ice. an d it is al­ 
most as important to know where the 
ice is cut, or with what w a te r it is 
made, if artificial, as where the city 
w a te r comes from.

squadron were taken down with ty­ 
phoid fever. 
When the source of the 
Infection was traced it was found to he 
some Ice bought at Athens, the ice m a ­

Another source of infection is foil. H 
in oysters that have been fattened la 
stream s 
contaminated with 
sewage. 
Not only tins typhoid followed the eat­ 
ing of those fish. hut the typhoid bacilli 
have been found in the stom achs of the 
oysters. 
Raw eogetahies used for salads may 
have been grown in soil contaminated 
with slops used as fertilizers or may 
have been washed in infected water. 
Billers a w ater supply is above sus­ 
picion .iii that used for drinking, tooth 
cleaning and in tile kitchen should be 
boiled and the drinking w a te r cooled 
by putting vessels containing it on the 
ice. not by putting ice in the w ater it­ 
self. 
Finally, great care should lie taken 
to screen all food from tiles, for if 
there is a en se of typhoid fever in the 
neighborhood flies may become most 
active 
distributers 
of 
tlitp poison.-

Another theory is t h a t the ea rth is a 
ball of tire enclosed by a crust that is 
rapidly cooling and shrinking and t lint 
volcanos are produced by the pressure 
of tho shrinking crust upon the inter­ 
ior fires, and th a t e a rth q u ak es are caus­ 
ed by buckling and shifting of the crust 
under this pressure. 
'This, theory is 
similar to the first above noted and is 
similarly discrrdited. 
All theories are based upon specula­ 
tive guesses: no one possesses absolute 
proof of any thoory. 
Hence why not 
add a nother guess for speculation, su g ­ 
gested by this event? 
Let us assume 
th a t earth q u ak es and volcanos are not 
necessarily produced by the same or 
even similar causes or laws. 
T he vol 
cano may arise from chemical action of 
mineral combinations obtaining at tho 
initial point, below the surface, probab 
ly b ro u g h t into actions by electricity. 
It only requires a simple experiment in 
chemistry to determine the combina 
tions required to produce burning lava 
and eruptions. 
While earthquakes may 
lie caused by direct electrical action. 
Electricity pervades everything in 
na 
Lire and is a most powerful force, b e ­ 
yond all hu m an 
understanding. 
The 
other th a t tills all space and 
moves 
worlds, its resources are practically u n ­ 
limited. 
It tills the e arth as well as the 
air, and w hy should not electrical storms 
prevail in the one element as well as 
the other? 
It is the only power t h a t 
can be conceived with sufficient force to 
accomplish such phenomona. 
Shocks 
of such long duration and violent, con­ 
tinue I agitation, increasing in intensity 
to tho very end, cannot result from con 
eussion. 
Such would be instantaneous, 
with falling instead of rising inflection, 
being most intense at the instant of 
the initiative and gradually receding to 
the tinal tremor, as instanced by the re 
cent explosions of tho powder works 
near here and the heavy dynam iting of 
buildings in the city. 
Any one who ex­ 
perienced this shock m ust confirm t h a t 
it was not a reties action, as from con­ 
cussion, neither was it such a vibration 
as could be caused by subsidence or 
falling of heavy bodies. 
It was more 
like some active, living, positive force, 
increasing in intensity as it progressed, 
a good deal like a tornado. 
E ither of 
the theories above noted contemplates 
an explosion or detonation, the report of 
which ought to be heard in the event of 
a severe shock such as this was: b u t 
earth qu ak es are always singularly silent, 
excepting the commotion of its w reck ­ 
age and t h a t peculiar rumble, which 
bears no resemblance to the report of 
an explosion. 
No such report is ever 
heard. 
Besides shock from concussion 
could not be felt to the distances and 
practically simultaneously, 
as e a r t h ­ 
quake shocks are felt, and electrical 
disturbances and phenomena would not 
bo produced by them. 
Almost before the fires are burned out

way, promising a new, greater and more 
su b sta n tia l city than the old. 
Railroad 
tracks are being laid up Market street 
from the water front and in almost every

Repair­ 
ing of such buildings as can be repaired 
is in active progress and many new 
buildings are being planned and early 
construction provided for, almost u n i­ 
formly of tho Class A type th a t stood 
the te-Js, of both earthquake and 
fire.

very few months will see enormous 
restoration complete and a year will 
place the phoenix well upon the wings. 
As this has been the greatest disaster 
in history, tin* coming years of recon 
atruction will record the greatest b u si­ 
ness boom ever known. 
T ho hegira since the disaster has 
been heavy in all directions. 
T he rail 
roads 
gave free transportation 
and 
many left in serious alarm over e a r t h ­ 
quake prospects in the future, b u t it is 
safe to say that many of these will re 
tu rn after more sober consideration and 
they find th a t San Franiseo still stands. 
But for the time being this has relieved 
the congestion here and was very d e sir­ 
able. 
It may be centuries before an 
other earthquake such as this will occur, 
indeed it may never be repeated, and it 
may roturn any hour, but it is idle to 
run away from the forces of nature, for 
they are everywhere and all terrible in 
a ction. 
Tornados and volcanos, tidal 
waves and floods, th u n d er and l i g h t ­ 
ning, excessive heat and cold, are 
u n ­ 
known here, and fire will 
burn east as 
well as west, Rome, London, Chicago, 
New York, Boston and Baltimore had 
their fires and are rebuilt; Charleston 
had its earthquake, Johnstow n its flood 
and Galveston its tidal wave, but they 
are all doing business at the old stand.
